As Defined by Dr. Dimond, the
Crank Expert.

Evidenoce to Bhow That Guiteau
Was Bane When He Shot
Garfleld

The Arsassin Still Ineisting

court was not so crowdaed and but fow
ladies were present. Guiteau, sftor
an earneat conference with Seoville
and U. H. Reed, told the conrt that
he had intended to make a specch,
but had concluded to postpone it.
[ Laughter.] He was handed hi mail
hy Beoville, aud said that it was the
firat time in n long while that he had
opened his own mail.  |Laughter, ]

Dr. Dimond, Jate superintendent
of the asylam for insane criminals ot
Auburn, N. Y., was called by tho
prosecution.

Scoville objected because the nume
was not on the list furnished the de-
fense as rvequired by law, but the
court wllowed him, as he had been
originally summoned by the defense
aud the law only required the list of
witnessee called to support the indiot-
ment.,

Dr. Dimond said that he had made
‘a personal examination of Guiteau in
jail and had observed him carefully
in court. He had heard all thy testi-
mony and dec'arations made in court
by the prisoner, and jud, from it
nﬁ that he was sane. His judg-
ment was based entirely upen su
evidences as QGuiteau himself had
furnished. He also belioved Guiteau's
sanity wua proved by the history of
his life brought out in the trial. He
did not think that Guitenu had been
shamming but had merely baen acting
a part natural to his character and
circumsiances. The witness generally
had no difficulty in detecting simula-
tions of insanity. Bad character did
not indicate insanity. Insane persons
wore often more cunning and wicked
than others. It was not likely a man
of Guiteau's physical health, who had
enjoyed tne same health from birth,
would become insane at 40 without
gome exciting cause. The witness
took little stock in what was called
hereditary insanity. Children of in-
sane parents might have a prediaposi-
tion to disease. There was no such
thing as unsoundness of mind. In.

sunity was a  disease  which
showed itself through the opera-
tions of the mind, which itself

was immaterinl, Egotism waa not in-
sanity, but a common excessive idea
of a man's importance and of all that
concerned him and an absence of the
idoa of the injurious effect of his con-
duct upon others. It was often quite
prominent in the insano. Insane peo-
ple might or might not have an ab-
sence of moral responsibility. Gui-
teau’s conduct in leaving the Oneida
community tu start The Theocrat
withont any capital but his alleged
faith in God and his partner *‘Jesus
Christ,” hoping to revolutionize the
world, rather proved fanaticism than
insanity, It was simple fanaticism,
which was morely & wrong, strong
faith in religious ideas which other
men did not believe at all, Guiteau's
lecturing adventures did not prove in-
sanity— even running off’ the stago in
the middle of a lecture; he might
have had some rcason for this. ‘LUhe
declaration of the family physician
that the man 18 insane is not good
evidence: he mizht only be a conumon
observer.

Scoville questioned  the witness
sharply as to insane delusions, with
the view of getting an admission that
if 2 man supposed to have been com-
missioned by the Deity to commit
Cﬂrtltill ACts Wis 1nsane,

Guiteau  continually nterrupted,
brow-beating Scoville and abusing the
witness.

Scoville questioned the witness at
length, with the view of showing
Guiteau's actions before the trinl were
indicative of insauity. The purport
of the testimony was against this idea,

Guiteau interrupted that among his
letters was one from Dr, Spitzka, say-
ing he had recvived over two hundred
letterscongratulatingand commending
his testimony; also three anonymous
threats and two letters from cranks,
Guiteau said further he had a letterof
commendation from Cincinnati,

Scoville remonstranted and was or-
dered to shut up by Guiteau,

The court suid it had notime at
present to listen to the reading of the
document,

Guitsau rephed that it was for the
benefit of the outside publie.

The cross-examination of Dr, Di.
mond was resumed. Scoville's first
question was, “‘Are’the propositions
stated in thesecond hypothetieal ques-
tion, embracing the conduct or views
of the prisoner, inconsistent in any
respect with the idea that he was a
man of unsound mind."

“I think they are,"” replied the wit-
ness, “‘in respect to the criminal,”
